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IN  presenting  this  work  to  the  public,  the  Editor  is 
aware  of  the  number  of  those  of  a  similar  character  now 
extant,  and  of  their  various  merits  ;  yet  supposing  a  work 
of  this  size  arranged  for  the  Piano  Forte  or  Organ  might 
be  acceptable  to  a  number,  he  has  been  induced  to  offer 
this  in  addition  to  those  already  published  ;  and  at  the  re- 
quest of  some  of  his  musical  friends,  he  has  added  Intro- 
ductions and  Interludes  to  such  Tunes  (generally)  as  the 
room  of  the  page  would  admit :  They  are  written  in  the 
Organ  style,  and  may  be  useful  to  the  Amateur  Organist. 

The  selection  he  hopes  will  be  found  useful,  and  com- 
prising most  of  the  favourite  Tunes,  his  principal  endea- 
vour has  been  to  give  such  an  one  as  might  be  suited  to 
the  solemnity  of  the  service  of  the  Sanctuary. 

To  the  candour  of  his  professional  friends,  and  to  the
